Sir Thomas charged that the 
CBC was “not only the worst 
(broadcasting system) in the world, 
but has the reputation of being the 
worst. He further contended that 
the CBC was “weak” and “spine- 
less’ and blamed it for what he 
said was a “constant migration of 
Canadian musical talent to the 
United States.” Further, he cau- 
tioned that “It is not good enough 
to regard music as something that 
is to be heard on records or kept 
in library shelves. Beethoven, Wag- 
ner, Tchaikovsky, Bach wrote their 
music to be played in concert 
halls.” 

. . * 

Assuming that Sir Thomas was 
correctly reported, and there is no 
reason to suppose he was not, more 
especially as he has neither denied 
nor amended his reported state- 
ments, there is much food for 
thought in what he said, Let it be 
recorded at the outset that he is a 
leading figure among musicians in 
any company, in any part of the 
world. Coming of a wealthy family 
he succumbed to the lure of music 
and despite many obvious obstacles 
in the career of a musician, he 
pursued it undismayed. He scaled 


the heights the hard way, starting | 


out as an accompanist to an opera 
company and eventually becoming 
a conductor, at which he has been 
outstandingly successful on the 
concert platform, and in the opera 
house.

It will do no good to attempt, as 
has been done consequent to his 
remarks, to disparage his judgment 


or to belittle him and his opinions, |

His achievements, his success, 
his exalted position in the world of | 
music transcend any effort to con- 
vey the idea that he is not quali- 
fied to express an opinion on the 
subject upon which he chose to 
comment.

Your correspondent does not 
know whether or not the CBC is the 
worst broadcasting system in the

There are as capable and effici- 
ent artists in this cify, Calgary, Sas- 
katoon, Regina and other Canadian 
cities, as many of those heard on 
the CBC, and yet they are given no 
chance to be heard because of the 
centralization policy. To carve out 
for themselves a career in radio 
| they must migrate, if not to the 

U.S,, to one of the four major cen- 
}tres of Canadian radio diffusion. 
This is too bad. The CBC, being a 
national institution, should make a 
special effort to develop ‘Canadian 
talent, and even if it costs a slight- 
ly greater amount to originate pro- 
grams at various points instead of 
from four major centres, this 
should be done in the interests of 


developing talent throughout the 
country as a whole.

It would provide inspiration and 
stimulation for young artists in vari- 
ous parts of the country if they felt 
assured that there was a reasonable 
chance of appearing on CBC pro- 
grams when they reached a stage of 
efficiency, necessary for public per- 
formance. At present there is vir- 
tually no opportunity for many fine 
Singers and instrumentalists to ap- 
pear on the network, and in order 
to do so they would have to migrate 
and then face overwhelming com- 
petition from those artists already 
well entrenched in CBC favor. 
Music here was in a far more flour- 
ishing condition when network pro- 
grams were originated. 


The CBC also lays itself open to 
criticism for not insuring that its 
programs reach those who want to 
hear them, and who pay its operat- 
ing costs through license fees, For 
instance, the CBC station at Wat- 
rous is technically supposed to feed 
all the territory from Watrous to 
Jasper. Actually the station is in- 
effective as far as this part of the 
country is concerned, in daylight at 
least. Therefore, the CBC not hav- 


this area, makes an arrangement 
with the privately-owned stations to 
carry its programs and pays them 
on a time basis for so doing. 


But the private stations have the} 
privilege to cut out CBC programs, 
with the exception of a few specie | 
fied “musts” and to use the time 
for their own commercially-spon- 
sored broadcasts, which are mostly | 
transcribed, This is quite all right 
so far as the private stations are 
concerned. They should be allow- 
ed to use their time to their own 
best advantage, and to suit their 
own requirements. But the CBC, 
to whom the radio listener pays his 
license fee, should provide the fa- 
cilities whereby those listeners who 
pay the shot, should be able to hear 
its programs if they want them, and 
not have to depend on privately- 
owned stations deciding just what

‘Fears Aircrew | 
Shortage May — 
Ground Planes 


WINDSOR, Ont., Oct. 9—(CP)— 
Air minister Power said last night 
that the “snowball acceleration” 
of Allied plane production raises 
a possibility that “the time may 
arrive when there will be aircraft 
grounded because there will be 
| No one to fly them.” 

Tt is unthinkable, he said, that the 
Air Force should fall short of its 
Breatest effectiveness through want 
of enough men. To his mind the 
“most important and preponder 
ating’ means of speeding victory 
was to make Allied air power ove: 
whelmingly supreme in every war 
theatre, 


DROP OFF SHARPLY 

In a speech prepared for delivery 
to a dinner meeting of the Windsor 
Chamber of Commerce, Maj. Power 
Said that late last winter and in 
the early spring there was a falling 
off in applicents for aircrew train- 
ing—so much so that in June and 
July recruiting from sources outside 
the R.C.A.F. had fallen to 50 or 60 
per cent of requirements 

As a result of an intensive recruit- 
ing campaign undertaken a year 
ago the air force had a substantial 
reserve but it had been exhausted | 
by the end of June. The situation, | 
“though not desperate, was alarm- 
ing.” 

“It is true that we still had in 
the mill, so to speak, and going 
through their training, the number 
required to fill each school in 
the various phases of training, but 
it was easy to project ourselves 
forward and to establish that in 
some months to come our output 
would be diminished, and we so 
advised the people of this Do- 

minion.” 

The air minister said the R.C.A.F, 
cannot continue “To live from hand 
to mouth” and “must have an as- 
surance that there will be a steady 
and continuous stream of aircraft 
recruits, so long as any aircrew po- 
tentials remain in this country.” 


FUTURE PLANS

1—Continued 
its own services;

for air force ground duties. 

The new plan also permits the 
transfer of men from the air force |
